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It has got to be the habit with State legislatures, whenever 
the revenues run short, to increase the taxation on corpora- 
tions, chief among which is classed the insurance compa- 
nies. There have been a good many propositions of this 
nature during the last legislative season, and we regret to see 
that our Canadian neighbors are following this example. The 
Ontario Parliament has under consideration—if it has not 
already passed—a bill to increase the taxes on banks, rail- 
ways, express companies, insurance and other financial cor- 
porations, from which it is expected to secure over $300,000 
of revenue. Life insurance companies are to be taxed one 
per cent on gross premiums, and all other insurance compa- 
nies three-quarters of one per cent. The bill also contains 
-the reciprocal feature, directed especially against American 
companies. In introducing the measure, the Premier did 
not hesitate to declare that the revenue from lumber and 
other sources had fallen off, and the easiest way to make up 
the loss was to increase the tax on corporations instead of 
_ placing it on owners of landed property. Insurance interests 
seem to be in danger of a general confiscation. 





Goop results are already being felt from the establishment 
of the New York Fire Insurance Exchange, the business for 
April opening most promisingly. Some companies that in- 
dulged in excessive rate cutting during the period of demor- 
alization for the purpose of getting business on their books, 
with the expectation of retaining it when the improved rates 
should go into effect, are meeting with some disappointment. 
Brokers who took advantage of their liberality at the time are 
going back to their old favorites, now that there is nothing 
further to be gained by the change. A large agency firm in- 
torms us that their April accounts aggregate more already 
than they did in many previous months, and that brokers 
whom they had not seen for a year are now daily visitors at 
their office with risks to place. It will take but a short time 
for the business to readjust itself upon the old lines, and it will 
be found in the end that those who were wildest for business 
at cut rates have not been permanent gainers from the scram- 
ble. The situation in fire insurance has already greatly im- 
proved, and the settling of minor details connected with the 
Exchange administration will come gradually, but surely. 
The outlook for a large volume of business is at present very 
flattering. 





THE proposition to reinvest the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters with general power over subjects of interest to 
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fire underwriters, outside of all questions as to rates and 
commissions, is one that should receive the careful considera- 
tion of all company managers. In its palmy days the Na- 
tional Board was a power in the land, to which nearly every 
company cheerfully gave allegiance; but when it assumed to 
dictate in matters purely local, it found itself in trouble. Dis- 
sensions arose, the membership fell off, till finally there was 
only the “old guard ” left. But the machinery of the board 
was maintained, its records preserved, and its various com- 
mittees continued to perform their duties as best they could 
with the means at hand. So the board has gone on for 
many years, with crippled facilities, yet doing work of great 
value. The rock on which the board split was that of rates, 
which is a subject for local control rather than national. By 
ignoring rates in future, and devoting itself to the study of 
such other subjects as are of importance to fire underwriters, 
thereby relieving numerous local boards of such duties, there 
is a large field for the National Board to do valuable work. 
Its committee on incendiarism and arson, for instance, has 
rendered such important service that it has received the sup- 
port of many companies that would not contribute to any 
other feature of board work. A more generous support will 
enable the other committees to perform their duties more 
effectively and give the companies the benefit of much careful 
research that is of importance to them. The question of 
clothing the board with increased power is now before the 
companies, and an affirmative response to it will undoubtedly 
tend to promote the general welfare. 





ONE of the most glaring exhibitions of hostility to insur- 
ance interest was made last week by Attorney-General Davis 
of Arkansas, who entered suit against sixty-five leading fire 
insurance companies to recover penalties of $10,000 each for 
alleged violations of the anti-compact law of that State. The 
Attorney-General had previously announced that, accord- 
ing to his interpretation of the law, a company belonging to 
an association in Arkansas or any other State that fixed rates 
would be precluded from doing business in Arkansas. Nearly 
every company admitted to Arkansas is a member of the 
South-Eastern Tariff Association, and probably, through its 
agents, of the Association of Fire Underwriters of Arkan- 
sas. This constitutes the terrible offense for which they are 
to be mulcted in heavy fines. On receipt of the information 
that these suits had been begun, the companies began tele- 
graphing their agents to write no more business in Arkan- 
sas, for the law provides a fine of not less than $200 or more 
than $500 for each day a company continues to violate the 
law. Asa consequence, substantially no fire insurance could 
be obtained in Arkansas after the agents had been notified to 
cease writing new business. This anti-compact law was 
passed recently by the legislature now in session, and already 
that body has received petitions from business men in vari- 
ous cities of the State to so amend it as to permit the compa- 
nies to continue business. These petitions have been referred 
to the insurance committee, and it is probable that some re- 
lef measure may be adopted. While the companies might 
withdraw from any State association, the business of Arkan- 
sas is not so profitable as to induce them to abandon their 
very useful and necessary organizations in other localities, as 
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the interpretation of the law by the Attorney-General would

compel them to do. They can better afford to do without 
Arkansas business than Arkansas propertyowners can afford 
to do without insurance. These latter must cover their 
property satisfactorily with insurance or their credit is de- 
stroyed and their business greatly interfered with. 
* * * * x 

Is not this a good time for the insurance companies to 
unite in a determined opposition to such obnoxious laws as 
this of Arkansas? Other States have passed laws equally 
hostile to insurance interests, but they have not been pushed 
to such an aggressive point as Attorney-General Davis has 
done in this instance. Legislators are prone to look upon in- 
surance companies as “ grinding monopolies,” to enact op- 
pressive laws for the regulation of their business, apparently 
overlooking the fact that insurance is a necessity to all 
propertyowners, and an essential factor in enabling business 
men to obtain the necessary credit for the conduct of their 
business. Whatever legislation adds to the burden of insur- 
ance taxation or in the nature of restriction in making con- 
tracts increases the cost of insurance to the propertyowner. 
Ii the companies would unite to impress these facts upon 
legislators in a summary manner, as, for instance, refusing 
absolutely to do business in Arkansas until the obnoxious law 
is repealed and the suits against the companies dismissed, it 
would be a lesson likely to be remembered. Propertyowners 
would raise such a clamor about the ears of their lawmakers 
as would force them to a more reasonable consideration of 
the subject. 








ANTI-COMBINATION LAWS. 


N a number of States, notably in Kentucky, insurance com- 
panies have been made the victims of a strained inter- 
pretation of the laws prohibiting combinations in restraint of 
trade. In several counties in Kentucky all the insurance 
companies that are members of the Kentucky and Tennessee 
Board of Fire Underwriters have been indicted under the 
anti-combination law, tried before a State court and fined 
from $200 to $400 each. The prosecuting officers and the 
judges have manifested the greatest hostility towards the 
companies, denouncing them as “ thieves and robbers,” etc. 
One of the judges regretted that he could not add a penalty 
of imprisonment to the fines he imposed. Indictments are 
pending in other counties of Kentucky, but they are quite 
sure to go against the companies. In Arkansas the Attor- 
ney-General holds that if a company belongs to an association 
for fixing rates in any other State it will be precluded, under 
the anti-compact law, from doing business in Arkansas. This 
is such a broad interpretation of the law that even the Attor- 
ney-General admits that the courts will doubtless have to de- 
termine whether it is right or not. 

The anti-compact laws were originally devised to prevent 
great combinations of capital from cutting off competition 
and so creating a monopoly in “ restraint of trade.” Such 
is not the purpose of insurance associations. On the con- 


trary, these are intended to supply the companies with more 
accurate information regarding the property they are asked 
to insure, and by thorough inspections and surveys to acquire 
an accurate knowledge of each risk, and to establish a fair 
rate of premium. There is no attempt or desire to establish 
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exorbitant rates, but simply by associated effort to ascertain 
what is fair and equitable as between propertyowners and the 
companies. Where there are so many companies eager for 
business it would be impossible to maintain rates that are too 
high, or that would be in any degree a restraint upon trade. 
Companies could not individually obtain the information nec- 
essary for the intelligent conduct of their business except at a 
cost that would’ make their rates prohibitive, and it is only 
by associating together and dividing the cost among many 
that a satisfactory knowledge of the various risks can be ob- 
tained. So far from being monopolies in “ restraint of trade,” 
these associations have systematized the business of fire insur- 
ance and lessened its cost to propertyowners. 

But not all trade combinations to fix prices are in viola- 
tion of even the anti-compact laws. The Appellate Division 
of the New York Supreme Court recently rendered a decision 
on this point that is of special interest. According to that 
decision, agreements which have for their purpose the realiza- 
tion of a fair price for the product manufactured and sold do 
not contravene any rule of public policy, though they operate 
in restraint of trade. The case was that of Cohen vs. Berlin 


_& Jones Envelope Company, and it came twice before the 


Appellate Division with the same result. Berlin & Jones 
Envelope Company formed a combination of envelope manu- 
facturers, taking over Cohen’s plant, among others. The 
new company contracted with Cohen to pay him certain 
sums for five years, but at the end of three years disbanded 
and refused further payments. Cohen sued for damages, for 
breach of contract, and when the case reached the Appellate 
Division, the court held that a contract would not be ad- 
judged to be illegal when it was capable of a construction 
which would render it valid. In the absence of evidence 
with reference to the circumstances surrounding the execu- 
tion of the contract, and the manner in which business was 
conducted under it, the court did not think it could be said 
the intent was to violate the law. It could not be claimed 
that the design was to restrict the manufacture and sale of 
envelopes, because Cohen was in no way restricted in the 
quantity he should manufacture or sell. Nor could it be 
said the parties to the combination were in any way restricted 
in the manufacture or sale of envelopes. In like manner it 
could not be affirmed from the mere language of the con- 
tract that there was an unlawful agreement to fix or maintain 
prices, since not every agreement to maintain prices is illegal. 
A new trial was ordered, when it was shown that at the time 
of the execution of the contract the business in which Cohen 
was engaged had fallen to a low ebb, competition was severe 
and goods were being sold here in the East below cost. The 
question as to whether or not the contract unduly enhanced 
prices or whether it was entered into for the purpose of mak- 
ing a reasonable profit was left by the court to the jury, who 
were charged that if the contract did not unduly enhance 
prices it was not unlawful. The Appellate Division rules 
that this question was properly submitted to the jury. In 
delivering the opinion of the Court, Judge Hatch said, that 
the established rule of law is that where the agreement deals 
with an article of prime necessity and seeks through its 
terms to prevent competition in trade therein, and to control 
the market price thereof, it invades the sanctity of a sound 
public policy, and therefore is void. The test of such an 
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agreement is not what has been, but what may be done there- 
under; and if it may operate to the hurt of trade and the 
prejudice of the public, it falls under condemnation. But 
none of the authoritative cases, Judge Hatch says, hold that 
all contracts in restraint of trade are void, nor is such the law. 
He quotes from People vs. Sheldon, where it was said: 


The obtaining by dealers of a fair and reasonable price for what 
they sell does not seem to contravene public policy or to work an 
injury to individuals On the contrary, the general interests are 
promoted by activity in trade, which could not permanently exist 
without reasonable encouragement to those engaged in it. Pro- 
ducers, consumers and laborers are alike benefited by healthful con- 
ditions of business. 

In the case before the Court, though Cohen was bound to 
sell at schedule prices, yet it was not made to appear in the 
estimation of the Court that any schedule of price could be 
fixed at which the goods could be disposed of and produce 
more than a reasonable profit. 





‘ SPECTATOR SURVEYS. 
IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 

On Saturday next, the 8th inst., the New York Fire Insurance Ex- 
change will be one month old. During that time it has been a 
pleasure for managers of local departments to note a largely increased 
number of premiums which amount to double figures. This is of 
-material advantage in the matter of liability incurred, volume of pre- 
miums reccived therefor, and, incidentally, clerical labor involved. 

George W. Quackenboss, whose down-town agency of the Peter 
Cooper Fire Insurance Company is permitted under section 18 (d) of 
the Exchange rules, has moved to the office formerly occupied by the 
old Equitable Fire Insurance Company, first floor of No. 58 Wall 
street, the same building in which Mr. Quackenboss has been for 
over twenty years. 

There are not a few inequalities in the existing rules and rates of 
the Exchange. Much of this is due, no doubt, to the fact that the 
status of the old Tariff Association, at the time of its demise, was any- 
thing but robust and up-to-date. When to that is added a year of 
non-tariff conditions, with the natural sequence of indifference on the 
part of propertyowners and tenants, it is not much wonder that quite 
a number of readopted tariff rates and rulings are wrong and per- 
plexing. 

In a recent Broadway fire the tenant on the grade floor declined 
to make a claim because the damage to his stock did not exceed 
$200, a rather unusual but comforting decision. 

A large block of the insurance upon buildings and contents of 
William Wicke & Co., First avenue and Thirty-first street, was placed, 
just before the organization of the Exchange, at seventy-five cents. 
The policies carried 90 per cent coinsurance and sprinkler clauses. 

There has been considerable inquiry of late as to use and occupancy 
insurance, also profits. This has undoubtedly been caused by the re- 
cent Windsor Hotel fire. 

Deputy Manager D. W. Hoyt of the Liverpool and London and 
Globe Insurance Company is expected back from abroad during the 
early part of May. 

Many companies have signed readily the pledges of their em- 
ployees, who desire brokerage privileges for the business which they 
control. There does not appear to be much harm in this. 

A few months ago quotations of cut rates appeared frequently in in- 
surance journals and the daily press. Now it is a different story. 
A return of old association rates, even with the thirty per cent re- 
duction, is a very marked increase over the figures which have been 
in vogue for nearly a year. 

Thus, a liquor stock on Greenwich street, which paid in January 
seventy-five cents, with ten per cent rebate (the risk being of an 
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omnibus character), now rates for the April expirations at 1.62 net. 
A Beaver street cigar stock, placed in 1890 at thirty cents, rated by 
the old Tariff Association at seventy-nine cents, and covered last 
spring under cut rates at thirty cents, must now pay fifty-four cents. 
Scenery covered in February under a monthly policy in an up-town 
theater at one per cent, was renewed for ancther short period at 
double that figure. 


Among the names prominently mentioned in connection with the 
managership of the Exchange are A. M. Thorburn, secretary United 
States branch Sun Insurance office, and Herbert Wilmerding, at 
present manager of the Philadelphia Underwriters. 


Three years ago the contents of the Osborne apartment house, 
Seventh avenue and Fifty-seventh street, rated at sixty-two and one- 
half cents for a term of three years. To-day the figure for renewal, 
under the new rules, is twenty-four and one-half cents for the sume 
period. 


Another one of the Broadway companies will join the number 
domiciled in the “English Channel.” The Greenwich will move to 
William street. 


Blagden & Stillman have secured the appointment as agents of the 
Northwestern National in place of the Northwestern Underwriters, 
which the rules of the New York Exchange barred them from writ- 
ing for; President James, desiring to retain the business, gave them 
the representation of the parent company. 


At the meeting of the Eastern Union last week the strengthening 
of the Suburban Underwriters Association was the topic most under 
consideration. It was decided that, unless a large number of com- 
panies joined by May 1, the restriction in regard to commissions 
shall be removed, and instead of being limited to fifteen per cent to 
agents and ten per cent to brokers, Suburban members may pay any 
rate they choose to agents and brokers. It is hoped that this action 
will bring a large number of companies into line. 


W. A. Miles of Ohio has purchased the stock of the Manhattan 
Fire formerly owned by P. B. Armstrong. 


About fifty insurance agents of Long Island have formed an asso- 
ciation known as the Long Island Underwriters Association, for mu- 
tual protection and the establishment, as far as possible, of a uniform 
schedule of rates. The territory to be covered includes all Long 
Island, except Brooklyn. The following officers were elected: Wat- 
kin W. Jones, Far Rockaway, president; John A. Potter, Patchogue, 
vice-president; H. S. Mott, Northport, treasurer; Henry De Mott, 
Rockville Centre, secretary. An executive committee was elected, 
consisting of five representatives from each of Nassau, Queens and 
Suffolk counties. 

In the case of Blain and others vs. Manhattan Fire, Judge Truax . 
handed down a decision in the Supreme Court in favor of the com- 
pany. The plaintiffs wished to have the surplus set aside for the 
scripholders, and the Manhattan demurred. The demurrer was sus- 
tained by the court. 

Providence-Washington has reinsured the remaining half of the 
outstanding liability of the Manhattan Fire. The contract dates from 
March 31. The other half was reinsured some time ago in the At- 
lanta Home. 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


It is not generally known that the Michigan authorities, taking 
their cue from a decision of the United States Supreme Court, took 
occasion to amend the standard policy of that State by adding after 
line 30 the following words: “Provided, a loss shall occur on the 
property insured while such breach of condition continues, or such 
breach of condition is the primary or contributory cause of the loss.” 
This removes another unfair condition of the policy, and the authori- 
ties of Michigan and other States will, no doubt, be quite prepared to 
similarly neutralize the sting of the broker’s clause, should certain 
companies and agents persist in its unfair and impolitic enforcement. 

The resignation of Superintendent T. A. Bowden of the Chicago 
Underwriters Association is not only a matter of deep regret, but 
much spéculation as to the reasons therefor and the changes it is 
likely to bring about. The sincerity of Mr. Bowden’s intention to 
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enter the local business is not questioned, and no one will be more 
royally welcomed as a competitor, but the intimations previously 
given in these columns as to the probable changes to be made this 
month in the executive staff of the association are naturally recalled 
in connection with this direct move on the part of Mr. Bowden. 


The intention (already announced) to unite the survey and rating 
branches can now, therefore, be carried into effect without the friction 
at one time anticipated, and the idea has already been advanced that 
Manager Glidden should be retained in charge of the consolidated 
service and Mr. Goodwillie advanced to the assistant managership 
as the natural successor to Mr. Bowden in the rating and “outside” 
work, in which he has been so efficient a deputy. 

James I. Loeb of the New York Plate Glass Insurance Company is 
credited with persistent effort to organize another plate glass com- 
pact, but there does not yet appear to be sufficient disposition to 
make mutual concessions to warrant the hope that a successful or- 
ganization can be launched. The situation is further complicated 
by the fact that a gentleman, now connected with the Frankfort, is 
said to have carried to that office the expirations of the Fidelity and 
Casualty, and is even in the habit of sending direct notices to cus- 
tomers whose business was placed with the Fidelity and Casualty by 
brokers at the time he was in the employ of that company. 

The Chicago fire losses for 1898, as reported by the Fire Patrol, 
amount to $4,071,710, and the account for the first quarter of 1899 is 
at least equally serious. As the old almanack would put it, “about 
this time look for increased applications for competitive rates.” 


BOSTON AND VICINITY. 

As was suggested in last weck’s SpEcTATOR, the Senate refused to 
pass the valued policy bill. This is the measure upon which the 
insurance committee reported adversely, but which was, nevertheless, 
substituted and passed in the House. When it reached the Senate 
it required but a few words of explanation from Mr. Whittlesey, 
chairman of the insurance committee, as to why it should not pass 
the Senate, and it was promptly killed. 

The Boston Protective Department has elected the following offi- 
cers: President, E. E. Patridge; vice-president, George A. Eastman; 
secretary and treasurer, Edward Spaulding; directors, George A. 
Eastman, W. H. Ellison, R. F. Barrett; to serve until March, 1900, 
T. L. Obrion, E. &. Patridge. C. H. Porter; to serve until March, 
1901, B. B. Whittemore, W. H. Rogers, C. C. Holt. 

The Boston Board of Fire Underwriters has adopted the report 
of its committee recommending the substitution of the percentage 
guarantee clause for ‘coinsurance,’ which brings the metropolitan 
district and the entire New England field into harmony concerning 
’ the phraseology of policies and term insurance, and with the New 
England Insurance Exchange. 

The full bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court has affirmed 
previous judgment, ordering an assessment of $250,000 upon the 
policyholders of the Commonwealth Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. The company, which was one of the Massachusetts mercantile 
mutuals of the period, was managed by Blake & Taylor, Boston, who 
received for their services a stated percentage of the gross receipts. 
E. T. Marshall & Co., insurance brokers, Chicago, who sent to the 
managers in Boston, applications for insurance, had no authority, the 
court says, to act for or to bind the plaintiff; neither did their acts 
affect the validity of the contracts made here.

In answer to the query propounded by the Insurance Department 
regarding the statute which provides that “no insurance company 
shall insure, in a single hazard, a larger sum than one-tenth of its net 
assets,” and as to whether a company violates the statute when it 
takes an amount in excess of one-tenth of its net assets in a single 
hazard if it immediately reinsures such portion of the risk that it 
does not retain for itself an amount in excess of the limit prescribed 
by the law—the Attorney-General says, quoting a previous opinion 
which he indorses, that “the prohibition against insuring in a single 
hazard a larger sum than one-tenth of the net assets of the company 
is not met by reinsuring such hazard so far as to bring the net amount 
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of the risk within the prescribed limit.” The affirming of the opinion 
of the previous Attcrney-General is of great importance, both to in- 
surers and the insured. 

The Insurance Commissioner also requested an opinion as to 
whether a company violates the statute, referred to above, when it 
takes an amount in excess of the ten per cent limit, if at that time 
it has a contract with a syndicate of companies, in which each 
company agrees with each of the others to become liable for an equal 
part of the amount insured, from the moment it is bound by either of 
the companies. In answer to this, the Attorney-General says: “It 
is immaterial under what form of contract the company writing the 
policy arranges with the other companies to share its liability. The 
transaction is, in fact, reinsurance. The company which writes the 
contract is‘alone liable to the insured. He has no contractual rela- 
tions with the other companies in the syndicate.” 

John A. Curran, with Obrion & Russell, has gone South on a 
pleasure trip.

Life and Casualty Notes. 

The House has refused to pass to a third reading the bill to incor- 
porate the Street Railway Mutual Insurance Company, but this does 
not indicate that no bill will be passed to incorporate the company, 
for the bill has been re-committed to the committee on insurance. In 
the existing form, the bill met with considerable opposition. The 
company which desires to be incorporated intends to insure street 
railway corporations against loss or damage on account of bodily 
injury or death by accident, of any person, or on account of the in- 
jury by accident to vehicles or other personal property other than 
that of said railway corporations, for which they are responsible.” 

The insurance committee of the legislature has given another hear- 
ing on the bill to make all industrial insurance policies absolutely 
incontestable after one year. The more familiar the members of the 
committee, and the members of the legislature become with the 
absurdity, the inconsistency and unfairness of this bill, the less likely 
will it be to become a law. 


THE SOUTHERN FIELD. 

Once more the clans of the South-Eastern Tariff Association will 
gather at historic old Point Comfort, but later this year than usual; 
Wednesday, May 31, being the date fixed. Last year they met about 
the first of May, but the boys complained that the water was too cold, 
and beside, the National Board does not meet this year until May I1. 
To the prophet who now scans the insurance horizon there is not 
even visible a cloud the size of a man’s hand to disturb the serenity 
and hold the interest of that meeting. Even the Savannah cotton 
itssurance case bids fair to be settled before it gets to the jury. One 
company involved, whose policy has nearly expired, has intimated 
a disposition to repent and cancel off, “for,” as its representative 
quietly remarked, “there’s not much in it and I never was much on a 
speech anyhow.” In politics, too, all is quiet. The re-election of 
President Edward S. Gay is a foregone conclusion, and as for run- 
ning anybody against Secretary Fleming—well, that has long since 
been classed as an extra hazard. The editors of The Kitthawk 
Bladder have not yet made their usual spring announcement and 
thefe is some apprehension lest the next meeting should be without 
its official organ. But the meeting is two months off yet, and in that 
time enough things can happen to whiten the head of Charlie Flem- 
ing and save the day for Southern eloquence. 


The latest development in the Arkansas situation comes in a tele- 
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gram from a special agent that each company has been sued in the 
civil court of Pulaski county (Little Rock) for the tidy sum of 
$10,000, for about twenty days of violations at $500 per diem—the 
twenty days which elapsed between the signing of the law and the 
announcement of the Attorney-General’s construction. 

There is no excitement about the matter here, but, on the con- 
trary, managers incline to the opinion that the best possible course 
is being pursued to render the law repugnant to all good citizens. 
Nobody supposes these suits will lie against the companies, but they 
will most effectually advertise the malicious and absurd injustice of 
the law. The statesmen who are responsible for this law have refused 
to hear a committee of Arkansas’ best citizens, and if with this start 
the local agents of the State are not able to bring about its repeal, 
they don’t deserve a living. 

It is thought that this incident, together with the Kentucky out- 
rages, will do much to turn back the legislative tide which seemed 
about to engulf the fire insurance business. 


In the field of the S. E. T. A. proper there is little cause for anxiety. 
i is true Virginia and South Carolina have anti-compact laws—and 
they are being strictly observed—but if anyone is suffering, it is the 
insured who finds himself up against an unchangeable rate, no matter 
how much he may improve his risk. When requests for reductions 
come, the insured is reminded that the mere consideration of such 
a thing by the various companies on his risk would subject them to 
prosecution. This idea is sure to percolate through the popular mind 
sometime, and then the laws will be repealed. 

Atlanta has been treated to quite a visitation of life insurance mag- 
nates during the last ten days. First came Vice-Presidents J. H. 
Hyde and G. E. Tarbell of the Equitable, who stopped by on their 
return from their Western tour and were quite royally entertained. 
‘There was the usual gathering of agents from this and adjoining 
States. Mr. Tarbell has lost none of his enthusiasm, and this time he 
not only eloquently boasted the Equitable, but threw quite a number 
of rocks at the old giant of Nassau street. Then came Thomas A. 
Buckner, superintendent of agencies of the New York Life, who 
jollied the agents, explained the company’s new policy and showed 
_ them how to get rich by sticking to the New York Life Insurance 

Company. Medical Director Hamil of the Prudential has also been 
here for several days, combining business with a, trip South for rest 
and recreation. 

Last, but far from least, the officials of the Metropolitan have been 
here, and gathering their representatives from near and far, have 
filled them with bouquets, enthusiasm and all kinds of good things. 


NOTES FRO? PHILADELPHIA. 

Very few months have beca as truly dull as the month just passed, 
and insurance men generally heaved a sigh of relief when the thirty- 
first day of March was o’er. With the rush of the early days of the 
new month, the heart takes on new hope and the close of the lenten 
season leaves the way clear ior more active strife for business. New 
lines are as dear tu the hungry mouths as the apple of thine eye; yet 
once in a while, one is asked the question: ‘““Are you open?” etc., and 
then the glad response, “‘ves,” the line is accepted by the solicitor- 
agent and his troubles are on. 

Rumors and rumors galore! Many expected changes are told one 
in a confidential manner. It is hinted that one large agency will 
shortly make a change of some note. 

Herbert Wilmerding, secretary of the Underwriters Association of 
this city, is widely spoken of as the coming manager of the New 
York Exchange.. Nothing too flattering can be said of the work of 
the secretary in this city. His ability ts manage the difficult position 
in New York is wel! recognized by Philadelphia insurance men gen- 
erally, and if it be that we 1must lose so valuable a worker, we have 
nothing but good wishes for his success, and in the spirit of brotherly 
love generously submit to ‘he inevitable. 

“The are others” in Philadelphia wh» are ready for higher places 
in the business than is afforded one here in the “Quaker City.” 

The following remark was made to the writer, a few days ago, by 
a prominent agent: “The time is not far distant when good agents 
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will be in demand.” Good agents are possibly always in demand, but 
for months past “good agents” have not been sought after—the man 
with a brokerage Lusiness is nowadays chosen as agent, seemingly 
utterly regardless oi his ability as an underwriter. Such selections 
time alone will prove to be the worst kind of folly, especially in a city 
so hard to show favorable results as this one. Thus the truth of the 

above remark wil? surely be recognized. '

Muir & Haughton, United States managers of the General Acci- 
dent of Scotland, have leased the entire office building on the north- 
east corner of Fou:th and Walnut streets, and are making extensive 
“additions, alteraticns and repairs.”

Providing that companies »pcrating on the stipulated premium plan 
shall maintain upon all their outstanding policies or certificates a reserve 
fund of not less than one annual net premium for a one-year term in- 
surance computed upon the Actuaries’ Table of Mortality, with.interest at 
four per cent per annum at the last age attained, prior to the date of the 
valuation. LANCASTER.

HARTFORD. 


[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The most destructive fire experienced in the mercantile district of 
Hartford for a period of ten years past, occurred about 2:30 o’clock on 
the morning of March 29, the loss being estimated at over $100,000. The 
property burned was the large brick block on Asylum street, owned by 
James L. Howard & Co., and occupied by themselves and several tenants. 
A general alarm was turned in, te which the entire department responded, 
and by their combined efforts the fire was confined to the Howard Build- 
ings. The insurance on the Howard property was placed through the 
agency of Silas Chapman, Jr., and amounted to $104,000, divided as fol- 
lows: Hartford $11,150, Orient $4662, Actna, Phenix, Eng.; Firemans 
Fund and American, N. Y., $6825 each: Hanover $4662, Phoenix of Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, Germania, London Assurance, National, British Amer- 
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ica, Fire Association, Western, Continental, German-American and In- 
surance Company of North America, $4325 each. 

F. D. Rathbun placed the line of the Hartford Mantel and Tile Company, 
the Phenix of Hartford having $1000, and the Reliance of Philadelphia 
$1500. The office furniture and fixtures of Henry Souther, mechanical 
engineer, was insured for $1009 in the Concordia of Wisconsin, through 
the agency of Jacob H. Greene. 

All other tenants seem to have shown the agency of Dickinson, Beards- 
ley & Beardsley the preference in placing their lines, as follows: Kings- 
ley & Co., stock of groceries, Phoenix and Niagara $2000 each; New 
Method Laundry Company, Phcenix $800; Steinmetz & Root, manufacturers 
of plaster ornamental work, Phenix, Home and North British and Mercan- 
tile $900 each. 

Jacob H. Greene, formerly agent of the Concordia, Wis., and a member 
of the Hartford board, has becn elected assistant secretary of the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, of which his father, Jacob L. 
Greene, is president. 

President Skilton of the Phenix has returned from Hot Springs, Va., 
where he has been passing a few weeks with Mrs. Skilton, much im- 
proved in health. 

The decision of the Hartford Life to issue policies on the ‘‘old line’ plan 
is looked upon by the public with great favor. The new policy will be 
substituted for the old assessment contract upon application of the policy- 
holder, who ‘‘pays his money and takes his choice.”’ 

The agency firm of Dickinson, Beardsley & Beardsley will move into 
their new ground floor office on Pearl street during the present week, and 
Kimball & Parker will occupy their new apartments in the First National 
Bank Building on State street about the same time. 

The engagement of Special Agent Williams of the Atna Fire to Miss 
Alice Burr is announced, and both are receiving congratulations on all 
sides. Miss Burr is a sister to E. B. Burr, loss clerk in the office of the 
Pheenix. SPARKS.

KANSAS. 


[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


.Under the new regime in the Kansas Insurance Department there will 
be no ‘“‘road agents” sent out to interfere with the business of Eastern 
insurance companies. This fact has been settled and the Governor as 
well as the Superintendent of Insurance, who has announced that no more, 
for two years at least, will the good name of Kansas be injured by the 
raiders sent out to rake in money from the Eastern insurance companies. 

Mr. Chureh has been going over the records of his department in an 
effort to discover something to indicate just what. McNall’s road agents 
did in this direction, but the wily ex-Superintendent has been careful to 
leave behind him no traces whick would in after years involve him in 
legal proceedings. The Governor is incensed at McNall because the 
money was turned, not into the State, but into the pockets of the political 
dead beats who posed as expert examiners. 

Discussing the road agents’ wurk, Governor Stanley said to a representa- 
tive of THE SPECTATOR: 

“T have never in all my experiences as a lawyer come in contact with 
such disreputable dealings on the part of a public official. The complaints 
from the insurance companies were justifiable; they had a right to howl 
against the depredations of McNall’s agents, and I now beg to assure 
every insurance company doing business in this State that during my 
administration no such conduct will be permitted. The Superintendent of 
Insurance must conduct the department in the proper manner, and if, at 
any time, I find that this is not done, I will do as I will do with all other 
appointees I-have named, remove them and put in their places men upon 
whom I can depend. This road agent business was robbery; there were 
other things in the department which were unprincipled, but, unfor- 
tunately, there is no recourse.” 

Superintendent Church, discussing the same proposition, said: 

“T shall make every effort possible to administer the affairs of this de- 
partment in a manner which will afford to every man, high or low, equal 
and exact justice. I do hope that the insurance companies which have 
invested their capital in Kansas will receive fair treatment. It will be 
my mission to rather build up the business than to constantly attempt to 
tear it down. These non-resid2nt insurance companies have rights, and 
just rights too, which should be respected alike by individuals and offi- 
cials. There will be no road egent business in this department while I 
am in charge, I assure you.’’ 

Mr. Church has already taken a stand which is probably an indication 
of the manner in which he proposes to conduct-the affairs of the depart- 
ment. On the theory that J. S. Collins of this city was murdered for his 


insurance money, and owing ‘to other complications which have arisen, - 


some of the companies in which the dead man held insurance policies 
have refrained from settling up until they were fully informed as to the 
true condition of affairs. Among these companies is the Travelers of 
Hartford. Mrs. J. S. Collins, the widow of the dead man, besought Mr. 
Church to take a hand in the affair and force the company to a settle- 
ment of the claim. Mr. Church feels that the proper place for the adjust- 
ment of these controversies is in the courts, and he will not interfere be- 
tween company and client. 

The Travelers has been readmitted to do a life business in Kansas, and 
as soon as the fees for the accident business are paid the company will 
be readmitted to that field. Mr. Church has ruled that companies en- 
gaging in the two lines of business must procure separate licenses. This 
company is now in correspondence with the department. 

Arrangements have been made whereby the Connecticut Mutual will be 
readmitted to the State this week. It will be remembered that this com- 
pany was barred out by McNall because of its connection with the Hill- 
mon case. The transaction will be completed this week, as the officers of 
the company recently visited Topeka and made all the preliminary ar- 
rangements. : 

The Equitable of New York, which withdrew from the State ‘of its own 
accord, will also be admitted in a few days. This company quit the State 


because McNall insisted that the amount of salary paid each officer of the 
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company should be made a part of the annual report thereof. The com- 

pany told McNall that the private affairs of the corporation were not a 

part of the business of the Kansas Insurance Department and quit.

CASUALTY INSURANCE. 





—Five shares of Nationai Surety stock were lately auctioned in New 
York at 158. ° 

—The Travelers new sick benefit policy, which practically covers every- 
thing, will cause a sensation in accident insurance circles. 

—A new surety company with $100,000 capital is about to be launched at 
New London. It will be known as the Connecticut Surety Company. 

—The directors of the Maryland Casualty Company may vote to increase 
the capital stock from $500,000 to $750,000, at their next meeting on 
April 11. 

—The Senate bill introduced in Missouri taxing outside insurance com- 
panies four per cent on gross premiums, has been ordered engrossed by 
that body. 

—Inspector Charles E. Holliday of the American Surety Company has 
succeeded in capturing Arthur G. Wainright, who is said to have em- 
bezzled $7000 from Leggett .& Co., wholesale grocers in New York. 

—The articles of incorporation of the Peoples Accident Association of 
Des Moines, Ia., has been so amended that members will pay $12 per 


. annum as dues and assessmerts, in addition to their membership fees. 


—At the annual election of trustees for the Washington Title Insurance 
Company, which was held at Waskingion last week, the old board was re- 
elected with the exception of G. B. Towies, who is succeeded by J. FL 
Lichlixer. 

—The Attna of Hartford has made such material additions to iis acci- 
dent policy, that it is now one of the most liberal issued. Two new forms 
of health policies to be known as the ‘General Health Policy’? and the 
“Special Health Policy’ will also be issued. The company expects to 
double its business this year. 





NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


Affairs of the National Life of Hartford. 


THE Connecticut legislature has been petitioned by a body of policy- 
holders of the National Life Association of Hartford to forbid the further 
transaction of business by it. The assertion is made that the assessments 
have increased in some cases nearly 300 per cent, and that the liens 
on policies have been unlawfully increased. No decision was arrived at, 
it being thought that the Insurance Commissioner had ample power to act 
in the premises. Ancther petition pending before the legislature is at the 
instance of the company itself, asking for permission to change the name 
to International. Since President Stephen E. Ball took hold of the com- 
pany he has been hard at work trying to get matters straightened out. 
How successful he has been is not yet made public. 

A report was current in New York last week that the building owned by 
the National on Park Row had been sold for $250,000. In the schedule of 
real estate owned by the company as given in the Connecticut report, this 
property was valued at $100,000, so that there is a probability of a material 
increase being made in the company’s assets. On Monday of this week an 
attachment against the association was levied in New York in favor of 
Anne E. Lyon, widow of Dore Lyon, a real estate operator, for $5000. The 
attachment was filed on the ground that the National is a foreign corpora- 
tion, and at the same time a lis pendens was also filed on the building at 
No. 3 Park Row, reported sold as above. 





Insurance Taxation in Canada. 
THE new revenue bill before the Ontario Parliament, has much interest 
for American insurance companies. The bill provides that every life insur- 
ance company which transacts business in the Province shall pay a tax of 
one per cent on the gross premiums received from here in the previous 
year; that every other insurance company shall pay a tax of two-thirds 
of One per cent on its gross premiums on its Ontario business of the pre- 
vious year, but that in the case of mutual fire insurance companies which 
receive premiums in cash the tax shall be collected on the gross pre- 
miums received by such company in cash in respect to the business trans- 
acted on a cash basis. It further provides that where the receipts from 
premiums of a life insurance company whose head office is elsewhere than 
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in Ontario are less than $20,009, and where such company lends money on 
security and has invested in this Province $100,000 or more, such com- 
pany shall pay a tax of one per cent, calculated on the gross premiums 
and one-fourth of one per cent on the income from investments received 
by such company in respect to the business transacted here in the pre- 
ceding year. A reciprocal provision is included in the bill. 





To Enlarge the Powers of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 


AT a meeting of the executive committee of the National Board on Febru- 
ary 23, the following resolution was adopted: 


Resolved, That the officers of the board and the chairmen of the several 
standing committees be constituted a special committee to consider the 
assumption of the National Board of Fire Underwriters of jurisdiction over 
all questions affecting the interest of companies, excepting rates and com- 
missions, and report a plan at the next meeting. 


March 16 a meeting of the special committee was held, when the reports 
of its various members showed that the companies very generally support 
the board committee on incendiarism and arson, but are less effective in 
support of the committees on legislation, fire departments and water sup- 
ply, lighting, heating and patents; statistics; form of policy; building 
construction and adjustments. Much necessary work in connection with 
these subjects is left to the various tariff associations, and it is thought 
by many that it can be done more effectually by the National Board, leay- 
ing the other associations to deal with rates and commissions exclusively. 

In accordance with the sense of the special committee, President Irvin 
of the National Board has issued a circular to companies making the fol- 
lowing inquiries: 


1. Do you favor at the approaching annual meeting a consideration of the 
important question of the National Board assuming, for the entire coun- 
try, direction at headquarters in New York of inspections and tests of de- 
vices, appliances and materials entering into the fire hazard, of apparatus 
for lighting, heating, fire alarm, sprinklers, as also the consideration of 
policy ferms and questions of legislation, fire department and water sup- 
ply inspection, statistics, etc., and of promulgating all rulings on these 

-important matters direct from the National Board headquarters, thus 
practically extending the National Board supervision and legislation to all 
matters excepting only rates and commissions? 

2. If you are unwilling to delegate to the National Board the considera- 
tion of all questions involved in the abcve, to what special matters would 
you be willing to accord exclusive jurisdiction to the National Board? 

3. If you are unwilling to indicate your acquiescence in the above propo- 
sitions at this time, would you be willing to abide by a majority vote of 
the National Board at its approaching meeting, reserving, of course, your 
right to change your opinion at the meeting after hearing the discussion 
of the subject? 





Provident Savings Appointments. 

A RECENT notice issued by the Provident Savings Life tells of an im- 
portant change in the agency devartment. The change referred to is the 
appointment of E. R. Tillinghast and E. W. Scott, Jr., as superintendents 
of agencies for the Western and Eastern field, respectively. This division 
of territory, with the view of inore thcroughly developing the field, indi- 
cates progressiveness in the management of the Provident Savings. E. R. 
Tillinghast is well and favorably known as a successful field man. He 
has been identified with the Provident Savings for something over a year 
as Superintendent of a large Western field, with headquarters at Chicago, 
in which time he evinced to a marked degree his ability to develop agen- 
cies. E. W. Scott, Jr., has heli the position of assistant superintendent of 
agencies for about two years, .:nd has met with marked succcss. He is 
popular and aggressive. In fact, he clearly demonstrates that he has in- 
herited the forceful traits of this father. 





The Obnoxious Arkansas Law. 
THE following constitutes the essential part of the Arkansas law recently 
passed by the legislature, under which the Attorney-General has begun 
suits against nearly every insurance company doing business in that State, 
to recover the maximum penalty of $5000 each: 


A bill for an act to be entitled an act providing for the punishment of 
pools, trusts and conspiracies to control prices, and as to evidence and 
prosecution in such cases. 

Section 1. Any corporation organized under the laws of this or any other 
State or country and transacting or conducting any kind of business in 
this State, or any partnership or individual, or other association or per- 
sons whatsoever, who shall create, enter into, become a member of, or a 
party to any pool, trust, agreement, combination, confederation or under- 
standing with any other corporation, partnership, individual or any other 
person or association of persons, to regulate or fix the price of any article 
of manufacture, mechanism, merchandise, commodity, convenience, re- 
pair, any product of mining, cr any article or thing whatsoever, or the 
price or premium to be paid for insuring property against loss or damage 
by fire, lightning or storm, or to maintain said price when so regulated or 
fixed or shall enter into, become a member of, or a party to any pool, 
agreement, contract, combination, association or confederation to fix or 
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limit the amount or quantity of any article of manufacture, mechanism, 
merchandise, commodity, convenience, repair, any product of mining, or 
any article or thing whatsoever, or the price or premium to be paid for 
insuring property against loss or damage by fire, lightning, storm, cyclone, 
tornado or any other kind of policy issued by any corporation, partuer- 
ship, individual or association of persons aforesaid, shall be deemed and 
adjudged guilty of a conspiracy to defraud, and be subject to the penalties 
as provided by this act. 

Sec. 2. Any person, partnership, firm or. association, or any representa- 
tive or agent thereof, or any corporation or company, or any officer, repre- 
sentative or agent thereof, violating any of the provisions of this act shall 
forfeit not less than $200, nor more than $500 for every such offense, and 
each day such person, corporation, partnership or association shall con- 
tinue to do so shall be a separate offense, the penalty in such case to be 
recovered by an action in the name of the State at the relation of the 
Attorney-General or prosecuting attorrey; the moneys thus collected to 
go into the county school fund of the county in which the cause accrues, 
except as hereinafter provided. ‘ 


The law also requires the Secretary of State to address each corporation, 
on the first of July of each year, and require an affidavit from the proper 
executive officer to the effect that the corporation has not violated the 
above law; it also requires corporations to file new bonds within thirty 
days after the passage of the Jaw, and these bondsmen may be prosecuted 
for the money forfeits for violations of the law. Domestic companies offend- 
ing against this law are to have their charters revoked. 

Special incentives to prosecutions under this law are found in the fact 
that the prosecuting attorney is to receive one-quarter of the penalties 
collected, one-quarter of which is to go to the Attorney-General. In. the 
sixty-five suits already begun, the Attorney-General appears to be the 
prosecuting officer, so that if he recovers the maximum penalty of $10,000 
in each case, -his share would be quite a fortune. 





John Tenney of the Royal. 


JOHN TENN@Y, manager of the Royal Insurance Company at Philadelphia, 
has not resigned. The paragraph in THE SPECTATOR last week should 
have read that John Tenney, manager of the Royal at Philadelphia, has 
resigned from the Western Union, owing to the relinquishment of West 
Virginia by that body. Mr. Tenney is too good a man to lose, and we 
hope it will be many years before he and the Royal part company. He 
has been connected with the Royal since 1890, first as assistant manager 
with George Wood and as manager on the latter’s death in 1895. His de- 
partment comprises the States of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Indiana, District of Columbia, Virginia, West Virginia and 
North Carolina. 





A Victory for The Spectator Company. 


FIVE actions for libel have been brought by John E. Hollingsworth against 
The Spectator Company, based upon the publication of certain articles in 
this newspaper in 1898. In these libel suits the plaintiff is represented by 
Messrs. Swayne & Swayne, and The Spectator Company by Col. Franklin 
Bartlett. 

Action No. 5 was brought fer the publication of the following alleged 
libel as appears by the seventh paragraph of the complaint: 


“VII. That on or about the second day of February, 1899, the said de- 
fendant falsely, wickedly and maliciously composed, or caused to be com- 
posed, and printed and published in the said weekly review of insurance 
called THE SPECTATOR, at the city of New York, in the State of New 
York, and circulated or caused to be circulated, in the said city uf New 
York, and in various other cities and parts of the United States and else- 
where, a certain article in the said THE SPECTATOR of that date, of and 
concerning this plaintiff, containing the false and defamatory matter fol- 
lowing, to wit: 

“THE SPECTATOR of last week announced that John E. Hollingsworth, 
ex-Insurance Commissioner of Texas, more recently holding an appoint- 
ment as an examiner for the Insurance Department of that State, was en- 
gaged in making an examination of the Mutual Life Insurance Company. 
This appeared to us to be somewnat singular, and in view of the fact that 
an exhaustive examination of the company was recently completed by the 
New York Department, assisted by duly accredited examiners from Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio and Missouri, the report of 
which has not, hewever, been made public as yet. * * * The work we 
understand is being conducted under the direction of A. S. -Thewatt, 
Deputy Insurance Cemmissioner of Texas, who has several others in his 
employ besides Mr. Hollingsworth. It will be remembered that when the 
seven-State examination of the Mutual Life was made, Superintendent 
Payn refused to permit Mr. Hollingsworth to participate in it as a repre- 
sentative of the Texas Department; and that the Texas Deputy Commis- 
sioner is now making a special examination is probably a concession made 
by the amiable president of the Mutual of the right of the Texas Depart- 
ment to examine the company through a properly commissioned and 
reputable deputy, meaning that this plaintiff was not and had not been 
authorized or empowered to make examinations of insurance companies 
on behalf of and for the Insurance Department of the State of Texas; that 
he was a man of bad character and business reputation; that the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company had iefused, on that account, to permit this 
plaintiff to examine its business and financial condition on behalf of and 
for the Insurance Department of the State of Texas; and that the examina- 
tion which was being made of its business and financial condition on 
behalf of the said Insurance Department, was on that account being made 


were, 
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Douglas Putnam, and superintendent of agents, Clarence E. Secor, all 
of them men fully alive to the possibilities and responsibilities of the 


by the Deputy Insurance Commissioner of the State of Texas, ind not by 
this plaintiff.’’ 

Col. Bartlett in behalf of Th2 Spectator Company demurred to the com- 
plaint ‘‘on the ground which appears upen the face thereof, that the com- 
plaint does not state facts sufficient to constitute a cause of action.” 

The demurrer came on for argument in the Supreme Court, Special 
Term, Part III. before Justice Beach on Monday, April 3. Col: Bartlett, in 
his argument, claimed that it appeared from the averments of the complaint 
that the action was based on the theory that the language used in the 
article injured the plaintiff in his business or avocation, but that the 
words used were not libelous ver se or in themselves, or were not libelous 
as affecting the occupation of the plaintiff. 

After hearing the argument of counsel for the plaintiff in answer to Col 
Bartlett, Justice Beach sustained the demurrer. 





McNall as a Financier. 
THE following is from The Herald of St. Joseph, Mo.: 


Ex-Insurance Superintendent McNall is a living example of the old 
truth that there is always a chance for a poor man in Kansas. When 
McNall went into the office as Insurance Commissioner he was badly in 
debt and practically bankrupt. He owed money on all the rest of his 
farms and property to the amount of over $8000. 

Mr. McNall received from ihe State a salary of $1800 a year, which 
amounted during his two years, one month and fourteen days in office, to 
a total of $3800. During that time McNall lived comfortably in Topeka, 
and his family maintained a pleasant home in Smith county. Mr. McNall 
managed to pay off a little more than $8000 in mortgages, judgments and 
other indebtedness, as shown by the official records of Smith county. For 
example: 

Mr. McNall paid off on February 15, 1898, a mortgage of $1000 on the 
northwest quarter of section 31, town 4, range 13 west, in Smith county, 
dated May 16, 1893. 

Mr. MeNall, on February 4, 1898, paid a mortgage of $1500 on the west 
half of southwest quarter of section 30, township 4, range 13, and east half 
of southeast quarter of section 25, township 4, range 14 west, which had 
been running since November 1, 1892. 

Mr. MecNall, on March 29, 1898, paid a mortgage of $600 on the east 
half southwest quarter of the southwest quarter and the northwest quarter 
of the southeast quarter of section 31, township 5, range 14 west, which 
had been running since October 1, 1888. 

Mr. McNali also paid a mortgage of $800 on the east half of the north- 
east quarter and the east half of the southeast quarter of section 24, 
township 3, range 14 west, which had been running since October 1, 1888. 

Mr. MecNall also paid a mortgage of $900 on the northwest quarter of the 
southwest quarter, section 31, township 5, range 14 west, and the north- 
west quarter of section 35, township 5, range 14, which had been running 
since May 1, 1894. 

Mr. MeNall, on March 29, 1898, paid a judgment of $977.44 in the district 
court of Smith county, in the case of Smedley Darlington against Webb 
MecNall, which had been unpaid since September 9, 1896. 

Mr. McNall, in 1897, paid $975 for sixty-five head of cattle, and spent 
$500 in improvements on his farm. He also paid at the same time taxes to 
the amount of $280, while the total income received from his farm did not 
exceed $500. 

Mr. MecNall also contribuied $500 to the populist campaign fund last 
year. 

Mr. McNall has done much more than this on a salary of $1800 a year. 
But is anything more necessary to show that the late Insurance Commis- 
sioner is a great financier? 





The Bankers Life Association of St. Paul.

Proposed Legislation. 
Many bills relating to insurance have been introduced in the State legislatures, 
but, as most of them will never be heard of again, it is useless to print them in 
full. The following summary indicates their general purpose: 

Arkansas.—Providing that‘no misrepresentation shall void a life policy, unless 
it should be material, when the matter shall be decided by a jury. os 

Connecticut.—Investigation of the charge against Insurance Commissioner 
a by Henry C. O’Sullivan of Waterbury, has been postponed unti! 
April 5. 

Idaho.—Two bills were defeated in the legislature, which has just adjourned. 

Illinois.—Taxing all insurance companies two per cent on gross receipts. To 
prohibit the insurance ot persons under sixteen years of age. Stipulating what 
clauses or indorsements in a fire insurance policy shall be void. Prohibiting the 
insertion of the coinsurance clause in fire insurance policies. Prohibiting over- 
head underwriting and reinsurance in unauthorized companies. Kequiring all 
American companies doing business in the State to have a capital of $200,000, and 
foreign companies to deposit a similar amount with the Superintendent of In- 
surance. Providing that life or accident insurance companies doing business in 
the State shall deposit $100,000 with the Insurance Superintendent. Providing that 
a stated valuation shall be placed on all buildings or structures insured, at the 
issuance of the policy. 

Kansas.—To provide for mutual aid insurance. ‘Authorizing votes of policy- 
holders at elections of mutual life companies to be cast by proxy. Providing for 
the taxation of contracts of insurance made with companies not authorized to 
do business in the State, and providing for the enforcement thereof. Providing 
for the organization and regulation of fraternal beneficiary societies. Amending 
the general laws of 1897, fixing fees to be paid to the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance. Measures creating a State rating board, prohibiting the removal of cases 
from the State to the Federal courts, and prohibiting the discounting of claims 
were defeated. : 

Missouri.—Providing for a standard policy form. Requiring companies to pub- 
lish their annual statements in every county in which they do business. Provid- 
ing for the payment of fire insurance losses immediately upon adjustment. Tax- 


ing domestic and State insurance eompanies two per cent and foreign companies 


four per cent on gross premiums. 

Nebraska.—Requiring policies issued by outside companies on the lives of 
Nebraska citizens to be valued by the State Auditor on a four per cent basis, and 
the valuation to be invested in State securities. Prohibiting the use of the co- 
insurance clause. Taxing foreign companies three per cent, instead of four, as 
provided by a former bill. Amending a former tax bill so as to provide a tax of 
two, instead of two and one-half per cent on domestic companies. 

ew York.—Providing for the transfer of securities and funds by bankrupt 
companies to the receivers of such companies; the funds held by the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance are included in the bill. An amendment to law regarding 
fidelity companies, so as to indemnify traders and merchants against loss through 
credit accounts. 

Oregon.—Providing for the regulation of the business of mutual fire insurance 
companies. Providing for the regulating and licensing of fire insurance com- 
panies in the State, and prohibiting overhead writing. 

Pennsylvania.—Requiring companies issuing life insurance policies upon which 
there has been no medical examination, to pay such claims within thirty days 
from proofs of death. Taxing domestic companies eight mills on every dollar of 
gross premiums, and outside companies two per cent on gross premiums. Pro- 
pomcneny 3 companies including in their assets any securities that have not paid in- 
— or five years, nor real estate or mortgages at more than two-thirds their 
value, 

Tennessee.—Amending the tax on insurance companies by requiring assessment 
companies to pay a two and one-hzlf per cent tax on gross, instead of $200 per 
annum, as formerly. Providing that companies refusing to pay losses within 
sixty days shall be iiable to pay, in addition to the loss, twenty-five per cent and 
reasonable attorney fees. Providing against the insuring of lives under twelve 
years of age. i 

Wyoming.—Providing for the taxation of insurance companies and associations 
and requiring them to make additional reports. An act prohibiting certain 
foreign companies from doing business within the State, and providing a penalty 
for doing business in violation of the insurance laws of the State.

In addition 
to this, the subscriber is registered ir the American Registry Company of New 
York. 

—Two of the bills introduced in the Maine legislature have been signed by 
the Governor, and become laws. One is the bill making companies that grant 
annuities subject to the provisions of the insurance iaw, except as regards taxa- 
tion, and the other a “label bill” on assessment insurance, which also prohibits 
these companies issuing any forms of limited payment or endowment policies or 
to incorporate in their policies cash surrender, paid-up or extended insurance 
without maintaming ful! reserve on same.

—Phoenix of Hartford has abolished the position of manager of the auxiliary 
department in the general agency at Cincinnati. A. K. Murray, who held this 
position, will do special work for the company in Cincinnati. 

—Northwestern Fire and Marine of Grand Forks, North Dakota, has organized 
by the election of the following officers: President, E. C. Bates; vice-president, 
O. Young; secretary, Otto Tollefson; treasurer, D. H. Beecher. 

—Farmers Mutual Insurance Company of Perry, Oklahoma Territory, has been 
granted a charter. ‘he following cfficers have been elected: M. Burke, presi- 
dent; M. E. Whipple, secretary, and H. C. Caddock, treasurer. 

—Secretary Watson of the Providence-Washington was honored this year with 
the presidency of the town council of Bristol, R. I., his native township._ Still 
higher honors await him if he can find the time to perform the duties. 


—The Equitable Fire and Marine of Providence will pay in an additional 
$100,000 on its capital April 11, and has the right to add still another $100,000 
whenever it sees fit. The present stockholders have about consumed the new 
issue. 

—Comptroller General Wright cf Georgia bas refused to grant the Southern 
Fire of Atlanta a license to do business. He has also refused to license the 
Globe Fire and Insurance Company of the State of New York to do a brokerage 
business in the State. 

—On account of a misunderstanding between the trustees of the village of 
Schoharie, N. Y., and the water company, water cannot be used during 1899 for 
fire purposes. The only water supply in case of fire is a system of wells, which in 
a very dry season run dry. 

—Northwestern Underwriters Agency has been formed in Minneapolis, for the 
purpose of bettering insurance conditions. The incorporators are Walter Fisher, 
Walter H. Cobban, Edward Randall and Fred Brown. The articles of incorpora- 
tion call for $10,000 capital. 

—Thomas A. Bowden, superintendent of ratings of the Chicago Underwriters 
Association, has sent in his resignation. He has been connected with the board 
since 1872. Every effort is being made to have the resignation withdrawn, but 
he seems determined to have it stand. 

—Anglo-American lire, the new Toronto company, has elected S. F. McKin- 
non president and Thomas Long, vice-president. A. Dean, who has been ap- 
pointed general manager of the company, has had an extensive experience in the 
business as inspector with the best English companies. 

— Charles W. Sexton oi Minneapolis has brought suit against the Manhattan 
Fire for $10,000 damages, on acccunt of breach of contract. He claims that he 
was appointed general agent for a certain territory, and, in violation of his con- 
tract, other agents were appointed and allowed to invade his field. 


—Rough Notes and The Insurance Herald have been sued for $5000 each by A. 
G. Simrall of Covington, Ky., for alleged libel in stating that he endeavored to 
disrupt the Covington board and used his influence in obtaining indictments 
against the companies in Kentucky for conspiracy to maintain rates. 


—Reports from Kentucky state that the jury at Paris trying the fire insurance 
companies for conspiracy has disagreed, six standing for acquittal and six for a 
fine of one cent. Secretary Watkins of the Kentucky and Tennessee Associa- 
tion reports that the committee and attorneys advise immediate resumption of 
business. 

—United States Circuit Court at New Orleans has given judgment for $5000, 
unpaids stock subscription to Receiver Wisdom of the defunct Chalmette Fire of 
New Orleans, against O. A. Pessou, who organized the company. The -suit is 
one at issue in the case of the Queen vs. The Chalmette, to recover under a 
reinsurance contract. 

—Wilmington Underwriters Asscciation has been organized at Wilmington, 
N. C., with capital stock of $50,000. The follcwing compose the board of di- 
rectors: J. S. Worth, Hugh McRae, Sam. Bear, Jr., W. A. Riach, M. J. Heyer, 
W. T. Whitehead, P. J. Bridgers, J. W. Norwood, B. H. J. Ahrens and J. V. 
Grainger. N. B. Rankin was elected president, and Hugh MacRae, vice-presi- 
dent. 

—An association has bcen formed in Chicago for the protection of policyholders. 
The object is to secure a just classification of risks, prompt settlement of losses, 
improvement of risks and suppression of incendiarism, and by these methods 
reduce the cost of insurance. ‘fhe association will furnish information in regard 
to companies, and will endeavor to secure the passage of a State fire marshal 
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law, having already had such a bill introduced into the Illinois and Michigan 
legislatures. The officers are: Alexander Maitland, president; Charles R. Dixon, 
vice-president; Erastus Sipperly, treasurer; J. A. Murphy, manager; J. B. Butin, 
secretary, and Charles B. Obermeyer, attorney. 


—Fidelity Fire of Baltimore has reinsured the business of the Manufacturers 
and Merchants of Pittsburg. The unearned premiums of the latter company 
amounted to about $54,000, and represent an annual business of about $200,000. 
The agency business acquired by the Fidelity by this deal is well organized. 
Charles M. Logue represented the Manufacturers and Merchants, and J. Ramsay 
Barry and John T. Stone, the Fidelity, in consummating the transaction. 

—Insurance on the North and West Ch’cago Street Railroad properties has 
been placed at an average rate of seventy-five cents. As rolling stock was un- 
rated, the insurance on this class was fixed low enough to bring the average rate 
to seventy-five cents. It is stated that charges will be preferred against members 
writing this form, to bring the matter to a test. As cars are the main class on 
which this unfixed rate is placed, the question will practically hinge upon the 
question: Are cars legitimately the contents of street-car barns? 

—United Fire Insurance Company of Baltimore will begin business May 1.
